MIDNIGHT DISPATCHES. 


The Mississippi Troubles. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7th.—Tele- 
grams have been received by the At- 
torney General from the U.S. District 
Attorney and the U. Ss. Marshall at 
Jackson, Miss., with reference to the 
recent disturbances there between the 
white and colored citizens. The in- 
formation these telegrams convey is 
substantially to the effect, that at a 
political meeting held at Clinton in 
Mississippi on Saturday last, a row 
originated during which three wiiutes 
and four colored persons were killed 
and many wounded. There does not 
seem to be any attack or violation of 
law +0 far as the U. S. authorities are 
concerned, and up to a late hour this 
afternoon there have been no sugges- 
iion in any way from the federal offi- 
clals which should lead to the inter- 
ference of the general government, 
hough Jackson was represented as 
being in a very high state of excite- 
ment, and the officers sending the 
telegrams were of the opinion that 
the State authorities were powerless 
to prevent the continuance of the dis- 
orders. The Attorney General has 
telegraphed to the District Attorney 
and the U.S. Marshal at Jackson to 
do all in their power to preserve order, 
but as there has been no call from the 
U. S. authorities for assistance, no 
further directions have been given. 
Should application be made from 
officers of the general government 
stationed in the disturbed places for 
aid in preserviug the laws or support- 
ing their official authority, it is prob- 
able that the Attorney General would 
ask for the assistance of the military, 
but to this time there have been no 
such demands or suggestions.

California Elections—{ndian Out- 
break. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. Ist.—The 
full city returns give the following 
results: The Independents elected 
Assessor, District Attorney, city and 
county Attorney, Chief of Police, 
Coroner, Public Administrator, Su- 
perintendent of Schools and four 
supervisors. Otherwise, the Demo- 
crats have made a clean sweep, elec- 
ting Bryant, Mayor, eight Supervi- 
sors with the entire State Congres- 
sional and Legislative tickets.

Russian Expedition Against Khoe 
kand—the Rebels Routed. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, Sep. 7.—A tele- 
gram has been received from Gen, 
Kauffman commanding the Russian 
expeditien against Khokand rebels, 
announcing that a battle was fought 
on thefourth. The Russians com- 

letely defeated the rebels number- 
ng thirty thousand, who occupied 4 
fortified position which Gen. Golo- 
vatihoff stormed. The enemy was 
pursued fifteen versts. Many 
were killed or drowned in Amre 
Daria river. Several guns and a 
quautity of war material were cap- 
tured. The losses of the Kussians 
were inconsiderable. 

Gen. Kauffman will continue 
his advance against the rebels.
